There  wore  60  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  houses  at  tho  end  of 
the  year  compared  with  40  last  year  and  83  in  1966. 


There  were  three  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants,  one  of  which 
was  approved,  one  withdrawn  and  one  still  awaiting  consideration  at  the 
end  of  tho  year.  The  grant  which  was  approved  was  for  tho  conversion  of 
a  house  into  two  flats,  and  the  total  grant  approved  was  £453*  Nork  is 
still  proceeding  on  this  conversion. 


Standard  G-rants. 

Three  applications  were  approved.  ¥orks  on  four  were  completed  and 
grants  totalling  £641  were  paid. 

Sub-standard  Housing  and  Housing  Survey, 

In  1956  it  was  estimated  that  there  wore  40  dwellings  in  the  Borough 
which  were  unfit,  and  this  number  has  sinco  been  revised  to  43*  Since  then, 
as  a  result  of  formal  or  informal  action  by  the  Council,  20  of  those  dwellings 
have  been  improved  sufficiently  for  them  no  longer  to  fall  into  the  oatogory  of 
unfit.  In  12  cases  the  dwellings  have  boon  completely  renovated,  5  with 
Improvement  Grant  aid. 
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Of  tho  remaining  23  dwellings,  3  have  been  demolished;  11  arc  the 
subjoct  of  formal  undertakings  that  they  shall  not  he  re-occupied  after 
tho  present  occupiers  move  out,  until  they  have  been  made  fit  (2  Lmro  already 
been  vacated);  and  9  have  operative  Demolition  Orders  or  Closing  Orders  in 
force  (only  two  remain  occupied)*

During  196*7,  works  of  major  inprovenent  or  re-construction  were 
carried  out  or  in  hand  in  9  of  the  properties  listed,  as  a  result  of 
local  authority  action.  In  4  of  these  Inprovenent  G-rant  aid  had  teen 
approved. 

In  addition  3  sub-standard  dwellings  were  demolished  voluntarily  "by 
their  owners. 

As  well  as  the  unfit  dwellings  nentionod  above,  thore  is  a  number  which 
fall  short  of  what  is  considered  acceptable  by  modern  standards.  In  order 
to  assess  the  size  of  this  group,  a  survey  was  carried  out  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  Enquiries  were  made  in  respect  of  180  dwellings  which  it  was 
thought  night  be  without  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities.  The  following 
number  of  dwellings  were  found  to  be  without  the  amenities  shown:

\7ith  a  view  to  encouraging  owners  of  these  properties  to  provide  the 
amenities,  it  was  arranged  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
mobile  exhibition  on  Inprovenent  Grants  should  visit  Lyme  Regis  for  three  days 
during  October,  and  that  their  film  on  housing  improvements  should  be  shown  at 
the  Regent  Cinema  for  the  whole  of  that  week.  The  total  attendance  at  the 
exhibition  was  68,  mainly  owner/occupiers  but  it  resulted  in  very  few  serious 
enquiries  for  grant  aid.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  owners  will  be  given 
greater  incentive  to  improve  their  property  when  the  proposed  Housing  Bill  goes 
through  Parliament  in  1969* 
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Housing  for  the  Elderly. 


There  are  five  flats  for  the  elderly  in  Hill  Road  together  with  an 
additional  flat  so  that  \7arden  service  is  provided.  There  are  also  six  Harder 
Bequest  almshouses  and  four  Tudhold  almshouses.  During  the  year  lengthy 
investigations  have  continued  for  improvements  to  the  Harder  almshouses,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  ho  oarriol  out  in  1969  with  Improvement  G-rant 
aid.  Improvements  at  the  Tudbold  almshouses  are  possible  and  are  to  he  explored.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Lyme  Regis  obtains  its  water  supply  from  the  East  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  Hartstongue  spring,  Pinhay,  has  a  capacity  of  500,000  gallons  per  day 
and  there  is  a  500,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Rousdon  providing  additional  storage 
for  the  area. 


In  addition,  to  guard  against  interruption  in  supplies  through  landslips 
at  the  Pinhay  Source,  120,000  gallons  per  day  can  he  abstracted  from  the  River 
Axe,

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  developed  areas  of  the  town  are  on  a  water  borne  system,  combining 
foul  and  surface  sewers,  with  the  exception  of  the  post  war  housing  estate 
which  has  two  separate  systems.  All  new  properties,  where  practicable,  are 
now  being  dealt  with  on  separate  systems.  One  small  area,  Ware  Lane,  has  a 
separate  septic  tank  and  filter.  The  Council's  Monmouth  Beach  area  with 
caravans  and  chalets  has  water  borne  sanitation. 

Over  two  thirds  of  the  drainage  from  the  town  is  received  and  discharges 
into  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  by  the  eastern  outfall  (l8"  cast  iron  sower) 
across  Broad  Ledge,  installed  in  1900.  The  Cobb  area  is  dealt  with  by  a  911 
sewer  discharging  into  a  12”  cast  iron  sower  carried  out  beyond  low  water  nark 
west  of  the  Cobb.  The  9”  portion  of  this  sewor  is  situated  in  the  movement 
area  of  Cobb  Road,  and  requires  constant  attention. 

Discussions  continued  this  year  with  the  Ministry  with  a  view  to  adopting 
a  direct  chlorination  system  of  disposal  at  sea.  This  was  one  of  tho  alternative 
methods  of  disposal  recommended  by  the  County  Publio  Health  Engineer  in  19&7*

Accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes  in  six  blocks  at  the  Square, 

MafeLnc  Parade,  Monmouth  Beach,  Holnbush  Car  Park  and  one  small  block  for  men 
at  Victoria  Pier.  Following  the  provision  of  public  car  parking  facilities 
at  Woodnead  Hall  this  year,  the  outside  sanitary  accommodation  was  improved 
to  provide  separate  conveniences  for  both  men  and  women.

There  has  been  a  steady  and  narked  inprovenont  in  the  standard  of 
construction  and  equipment  in  the  vast  majority  of  the  food  premises  in  the 
Borough.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  good  co-operation  which  exists  botwoon 
the  staff  of  the  Dopartnont  and  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  various 
businesses.  The  greatest  inprovenont  this  year  has  probably  been  in  the 
kitchens  of  the  larger  hotels,  where  considerable  suns  of  money  have  boon 
spent  in  modernisation  and  re-equipment.  As  a  town  which  depends  for  its 
oxistoncc  on  the  tourist  industry,  Lyno  Regis  can  now  be  justly  proud  of  the 
standard  of  food  hygiene  which  exists  in  its  hotels,  restaurants  and  other 
food  premises,  and  it  could  well  make  this  a  feature  of  its  appeal  to  tourists.

As  has  been  said  before,  though,  the  standard  of  the  premises  is 
but  one  of  the  factors  in  food  hygiene ,  equally  important  are  the  habits 
and  attitudes  of  the  food  workers,  particularly  as  nary  of  the so  are  transitory, 
and  only  by  constant  education  and  encouragement  can  those  be  improved.  Every 
opportunity  is  therefore  taken  to  talk  to  management  and  staff,  either 
collectively  or  individually  to  this  end.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING-. 


A  weekly  collection  is  nade  of  household  and  trade  refuse  hy  one  lorry, 
and  in  the  sunnor  months  additional  collections  are  made  in  the  Business  areas 
of  the  town  as  required.  Tho  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  tip  on  the  cliffs  oast 
of  the  town.  All  the  main  streets  are  swept  daily.  Gullies  aro  cleared  on  tho 
Borough  roads  "by  tho  Council  and  on  the  Classifiod  roads  "by  tho  County  Council. 
Litter  "baskets  arc  provided  in  parts  of  the  town  and  beaches. 

SCHOOLS. 

Those  aro  regularly  inspected;  all  have  piped  water  supplies,  water  closets 
and  washing  facilities.  Primary  schools  are  supplied  daily  with  pasteurised 
nilk. 

Pour  samples  of  water  were  token  from  tho  swimming  pool  in  one  school 
in  the  area  by  tho  County  Council  staff,  all  were  satisfactory. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  is  one  well  maintained  site  of  T?  acres  situated  on  the  hill  to  tho 
north  of  the  town,  with  200  caravan  sites  licensed  for  summer  use  only  and  winter 
storage.  The  site  has  main  drainage  and  water  supply. 

On  the  Monmouth  beach,  owned  by  tho  Council,  there  exists  a  total  of 
70  day  huts,  caravans  and  chalets  for  summer  use  only.  Water  is  supplied  by 
standpipes  at  various  points.  The  former  R.A.F.  recreation  building  was 
acquirod  by  the  Council  and  converted  to  form  a  block  of  toilets  and  ablutions 
to  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  standards.  It  provides 
male  and  female  accommodation  totalling  15  water  closets,  10  wash-hand  basins, 

6  showers  and  3  laundry  sinks  and  is  connected  to  the  main  sower,  water  and 
electricity  services,  with  a  hot  water  supply  by  entered  gas. 

On  the  same  beach  the  Council  own  and  let  28  residential  chalets,  all  with 
individual  main  services,  for  seasonal  letting.  Lavatory  accommodation  is 
provided  at  the  rear  in  a  separate  block  of  buildings,  and  drains  to  tho  public 
sewer. 

On  the  Monmouth  Plateau  there  aro  1 9  caravans  each  with  a  gully 
connected. to  the  sewer,  a  standpipe  for  water  supply  for  each  pair  of  caravans 
and  a  block  of  toilets. 

SWIMMING  FACILITIES . 

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath.  Bathing  takes  place  in  the  sea 
during  the  season  from  all  beaches,  and  dressing  accommodation  is  available 
from  huts  and  tents  on  tho  main  beach.
